EDUCATING LANDLORD? 


The practice of landlords in Laguna 
Beach and other coast cities of hiking sum­ 
mer rents to the dizziest of dizzy heights 
is meeting opposition, if reports from l a ­ 
guna can be relied upon. 
Laguna Beach is not strictly a summer 
resort, so the Chamber of Commerce of that 
city states. 
The civic leaders claim it is a 
“vear-'round place to live, the most de­ 
lightful spot in Southern California ” 
It is understood that a movement now 
is underway to convince landlords that it's 
not a profitable practice. 
Tile leaders of 
the movement point to the fact that there 
now are several houses unoccupied, almost 
in the height of the summer season. 
The 
South Coast News asks “why ?" 
It then 
goes on to answer, “Because folks won’t 
pay the figure asked.** 
The leaders in the anti-high rent cam­ 
paign argue, and it seems reasonably so. 
thai “it is better to have houses occupied 
the year ’round with a steady income for 
the owner, than have the houses empty 
with huge rental prices plaster on the door.” 
What’* true of Laguna Beach Is true of 
every city along the coastline. Many stead­ 
ily-employed men work in these beach cities 
and live elsewhere. 
There's a reason for 
it, and the time-worn practice of hilling 
summer rents, may he that reason.

The aviation industry, as a whole, owes 
the city of Santa Ana and the Santa Ana 
Chamber of Commerce a vote of thanks fol­ 
lowing the successful presentation of this 
city’s first annual air show.

many people believe. 
The fact that Joseph Marriott, chief in­ 
spector for the Bureau of Air Commerce. 
who was on duty during the show, said 
that the exhibition was one of the most 
efficiently directed shows at which he has 
officiated, speaks well for the management 
of the event.
